Un the contrary, we sincere- 
ly Zregret the fail of those who died 
‘while fighting to uphold the cause of order, 
and deeply sympathise with our New York 
friends, who ave thas found by brief, yet 
sad experience, the terrible results of al- 
lowing any latitude to lawieas and violent 
men. We trust that Fenianiam, and when 
we say “Fenianism,” wo mean American 
Rowdyism: in goneral, bus received c= 
death blow, rnd that neither in Canada or 
the United States will the pablic peace be 
again disiarbed by such doings. To Gor. 
ernor Holfinan, and to thowe who carried 
‘out hia instructions, the friends of civilir 
tion and of order, of every race and creed 
the world over, owe a deep debt of grati- 
tude. He bas shown the power and capa- 
city of the State to enforce its authority, 
and has taught the “ romly ” classes that 
they cannot have everything their own 
‘way in the Republic, but are as much sub- 
Ject to the restraints of law as other Ame. 
rican citizens are. 

Its a pity that traditional animosities 
should, either in the United States or else- 
where, be permitted to exist, especially

‘THE NEW YORK RIOTS. 


From what we can gather from our latest 
New York exchanges there appears reason 
to believe that the s'diers of the national 
‘guard Lecame demoralized, and fired upon 
the crowd without orders." There does not 
seem to have been any real organized at- 
tack made upon them, although stones 
bad been thrown and some pistol shots 
fired, but had the troops kept cool for = 
very few minutes longer, the mob of ruf- 
fana who were assembled in one part of 
the Bighth Avenue would have been left 
behind, and the fearful bloodshed which 
occurred would have been avoided.

They argue that thicty 
millions of people are as many 1+ Great 
Beitain aud Ireland con well fiod empioy- 
ment and sustenance for, and that any in- 
‘crease of population beyond (hat oumber, 
must be attended with undesirable results, 
We may then regard it as certain that the 
United Kingdom bas an annual surplus of 
many thousands to get rid of, and the 
question which has to be solved is where 
all the brain and muscle which those 
‘thousands pacsess shell be employed in the 
fature, Shall they aid in building 
up and strengthening Canrda. 
‘and other portions of the Empire, or shall 
they be used m the development of the 
resourece of « foreign State? The ques- 
‘tion is an important one, more important 
than people generally seem to think, and 
it one the solution of which ¢ nnot be 
avoided or deferrei. That © large pro- 
portion of these emigrants will under any 
cireumstances go to the United S.ates 1s 
certain, but that » ve-y greft number may 
bbe attracted to:this country if the proper 
means be adopted is no less clear. As we 
ave often st-ted, we hold the opinion 
that English strtesmen, if they are wise, 
will adopt some means for turning the 
stream of emigration in this direction, and 
20 assist in giving strength and additional 
prosperity to an important portion of the 
Empire. Ifthe interests of the Mother 
Country demand that a ceriain number of

NABROW GAUGE RAILWAYS. 


‘Narrow gauge railways are rapidly 
ing into fashion upon this continent 
in Canada and the United States. 
railroad, eight hundred and fifty 
loog, of a gauge of only three feet thres| 
inebes, is already in course of construction 
in Colorado. ‘The following in a descrip 
‘ton of the cars now being built for the use 
of this line: In outward appearance they 
aro in everything, except s'ze, precisely like 
our first-class cars. In their internal ar. 
rapgementa however, they are necessarily 
quite diderent., The width of the car al- 
lows but three seats across the car, a dou 
ble seat onjone side of the aisle, and a single 
‘oneon th other. To balance thecar the 
_ teats are arranged on the right side of the 
oar, the middle to the other end 
tide. ‘These cars are divided 
by partition into two apartments, but 
this, of course, would not be necessary if 
the company felt able to run an entire car 
devoted to the exclusive use of ladies, 


MANITOBA AND THE GOVERNMENT. 


Ja alluding to Manitobs affairs, the chier 
origin ef {the Opposition, continues to de- 
ounce the Government because the land 
survey has not been completed, or in other 
words, because they have not secomplished 
an impomibility.

THE TRADE OF THE WEST. 


Wo understand that the indications are 
that the traffic through the Welland Canal 
thie year will exceed that of 1870 by at 
least fifty per cent. If it were only en 
larged as recommended in the report of 
the Canal Commissioners, the ‘Erie dit-h’ 
‘would s00n be almost entirely deserted, and 
by far the largest proportion of the trade 
of the West and the North west would find 
its outlet to the sea down the valley of the 
St. Lawrence. There are certain public 
works the carrying out of which with all 
practicable speed is most important to 
Canada. Among these are the enlargement 
of the Welland and St. Lawrence canals, 
and the incresse of harbor accommodation 
in Montreal. It is the trade of the West 
that has toa very great extent built up 
New York and the various cities which 
‘stand upon the bank of the Erie canal, nor 
is there any reason, if wo take the. neces- 
sary steps in order to attract that trade 
down the Canadian route, why Montreal 
‘and Canada should not derive equal advan- 
tages therefrom: ‘The State of New York

ernment of Eouadlor, and was supplied 
with letters of recornmendation by Presi- 
dent Grant, Mr. Colfax, Mr. Fish, and 
other prominent persons.

A deputation of the City Counell waited

We have received « latter from the 
Hon. W. Macdougall, for which, in com 
plianee with bis request, we sball very 
gadly endeavour to find space to-morrow. 
‘We notice that one of the’ recognized 
‘organs of the Nova Scotia Goverament has 
been criticising Mr. Macdougall's last let- 
ter, not only ina very unfair, but in avery 
uuscourteous spirit. Much as we may differ 
from the honourable member for North 
Lanaric in our political ideas, he, in com 
mon with every other public man, has a 
perfect right to make known his seati- 
‘weais with regard torthe Treaty of Wash- 
mgton, or smy other important

‘rare that we are only giving expression to 
the wishes of the Gousrnment as well as 
to eur own opinions when we say that i 
is desirable that the Fishery clauses and 
other matters comnected with the treaty, 
in which the interests of Canada are con 
cerned should be discussed in the freest, 
‘and fullest manver, without reference to 
party, or to the “position” of any public 
man. And wo insist upon it, that every 
man whose position or antecedents give 
him the right to speak with some degree 
of authority, ought to have « fair hearing

means disposed, a we atid before, to en- 
dorse Mr. MeDougall's views, we desire to 
‘express in the strongest manner, our dis: 
approbation of the course abuse which tbe

‘TRE POSTPONED CENSUS DISTRICTS. 


Where there is am apparent desire to 
find fault, it is diffloalt to please. Another 
astration of this truism appears in cer. 
tain criticisms wo have seen relative to the 
postponed Census Districts. ‘These, as ap- 
pears by the Proclamation, are the Sague- 
nay and Labrador co sts, Algoma, and the 
timber limte, far outside of any of the or 
dinary means of commenication. 

We have taken some pains to enquire 
into the merits of the case ; and we fied 
the following plain facts :— 

1. The law provided that the Census 
should be taken with to some 
day not Inter than the Int of May. It was 
taken with reference to Monday, the 3rd 
of April, the day with reference to which 
the consus of Great Britsin, smd several 
important Colonies of the Empire, was 
taken. This uniformity of time is 
able for the purpese of | a 
son.

riculture withoat being convinced of this. 
Everything had to be crested. All the 
territorial divisions iad to be defined, do- 
scribed and mapped out, from, in all cases, 
very irregular, and, in many cases, very 
imperfect records, There should have 
been more than » year allowed in which to 
do thie alone. Then all the officers (be 
oven three and four thousand) had to be 
‘“*ppointed and instructed ; and some 40 
tone of forms, documents, e., printed 
and distributed through the post office.

them being the employes of the lumberers. 
‘The lumbermen, under the system adopt 
ed, wece ail taken at their own homes, ic 
their several provinces. 

5. Ik was ascertained that there was a 
further class of nomade populution in the 
Postponed districts—the Indiapa, But they 
coukl not be taken on the 3rd of April 
for they bad not then returned from their 
hunting They could not bave been taken 
during the winter ; for they were off hunt. 
ing. It is known, however, that they re- 
ture to their miteions acd their camps in 
the middle cf summer ; and the census 
proposes to catch them then. 

It would have been better in the parti 
cular circumstances of this country, had 
the law allowed i, to have had the census 
taken in the middie of summer. But 
the face of the limit imposed by the las 
the only thing that could be done has been 
done. The postponed districts could not 
by human possivility have been enum. 
erated on the 3rd of April ; and the ma- 
chinery necessa:y for taking the censas 
could nothave been got ready belore. 

Is is very chexy and easy to exprees ir- 
rerponsible opinions ; but these do net 
alter the real facts, And the carpers who 
refer to the example of England should 
‘bear in mind that the mode sdopted here 
of making enquizy into the postponed cen- 
sus districts is precise y the same thing in 


principle, and very nearly the mime in 
| form, as the morte adopted there respect 
ing enquiry into thors portions of the 
Popuistion who do not come within the 
| rexch of the enumerators at tie time th 
| centus is taken. 


ANOTHER WAR CLOUD. 
There comes a startling rumor from the 
East, to the effect that another war cloud 
is gathering there, It is intimated that » 
{ struggle is impendiog between Russia and 
Austria, a struggle which may be deferred 
for s time, bat which eventually cannot be 
averted. Since the conclasion of the Lon. 
don Conference it 1s said that © new line 
of policy has been adopted by the Russian 
Government. The final overthrow of the 
Porte and the conquest of Turkey are not 
by any means abandoned as impomible, 
but these ends are to be obtained in a dif: 
ferent and more circuitous manner. A 
grand fortified quadrilateral is to be form 
ed in Poland, permanent camps capable 
of accommodating 65,600 men, having 
already been established there, 
from whence the armies of 
the Ciar ate to issue forth, and, passing 
through Silesia and Moravis, to solve the 
Eastern Question at Vienna. Sach is svid 
to be the programme, though how fur it 
may be correct, we are not by any means 
prepared to may. It seems evident, how. 
fever, that Austria 1s apprehensive of some- 
taing of the kind. Notwithstanding her 
unfortunate financial condition she has 
recently spent large sums ia the reorgan. 
imation and re-arming of her troops, and 
the Austrian War Mininster only a few 
days aince,annouaced with some segree of 
[significant ostencstion what a colossal army 
he could place in the field at a few days 
notice if required. The Edinburgh Review 
this month nas an article subject. 
and appears wo regard war between Russia 
and Austria as imminent. It says 
Russian statesmen are exerting their 
tmost to averse combination of powers 
the westera states the embers of a East- 
fern policy which was doomed by the 
crowning humiliation of the slack Sea Con 


the intricacies of European politics, we 
‘cannot help entertaining the opinion that 
Russian designs against Turkey hare for 
their ultimate object, the annexation of 
Asia Minow and finally an attack upon 
Groat Britain's Indian Empire, We be. 
lieve that the greed and ambition of the 
Russian Government aro without limit, 
‘and that the overthrow of British rule in 
India, is part of that firm and fixed policy 
which is handed down from generation 
to generation of Russian states 
men and diplomatists. Under such 
circumstances, however averse to war Brit- 
inh statesmen may be, it appears to us that 
it becomes their duty to take steps for s 
combination of powers, the design of 
which aball be to hold in obeck the lawless 
ambition of the “Giant of the North.” 
The human race can gain nothing by the 
triumph of Russia or by the wiler dissemi. 
ation of Russian ideas. Setting aside all 
Prejudice, is is impossible thet any one can 
fail to see, that Humanity has more to 


and Liberty, which for the snowt pact, p: 
vail in Westera Burope, than from Russia 
with its unparalleled social and political 
‘corruptions, its tyrannical form of Govern- 
ment, and Lick of freedom and education. 
Austria has undergone some wonderful re- 
forms of late, and policy as wo'l aa senti- 
ment and natural sympathy sppears to 
indicate, that an alliance, offensive and 
defensive, between the Western powers 
‘against Rassia, would bea wise and pru- 
deat step. 


A FLOATING FORTRESS.

served the mame of a “floating fortreas” as 
tho great turret frigate “ Devarlation,” 
Jauched at Portsmouth dockyard on the 
12th instant. ‘The Thunderer and one o 
two other vessels of the muse clas are 
Already in course of construction, and #0 
long ss Great Sritain poueases vessels of 
‘ach enormous strength and power,she may 
indeed with truth be mid to “rule the 
wares.” A fow particulars concerning the 
Desastation will not be uninteresting, for 
‘although far removed from king Neptune’ 
domains, i,must mot be forgotten that the 
safety and strength of Canada very much 
depend upon the maintenance of Great 
Britain's maritime superiority, 

‘The Devastation is 285 feot in length with 
‘an extreme breadth of 58 feet. Her ton- 
‘age i 4,406 tons; her armour consista of 
fires, two thicksemes of three-quarter 
{inch iron plating. then 15 inches of teak 
‘and finally 12 inches of iron plates; in all 
134 inches of solid iron and 18 thehes of 
teak. Upon the deck proper of the ship’ 
bball is Hilt the breastwork and its super- 
inposed deck, with all the necessary open: 
ings tthe interior of the ship. This is 
196 fbb in length, 50 feet in width amid? 
ships, and has conical ends forward and 
ft, with 7 feot beight all round. Abreast 
of the two turrets, which, with the funnel, 
coming tower, and all openings below, 
stand inside it, the armour plating 
is 12 inches im thicknes, with the 
same thickness at the fore and 
‘fter conical ends,  Amidships - and 
between the two turrets the thick” 
ness of the armour plating ia 10 inches.
